Big Appropriation Measure* Will Be 


Hushed Through Under a Suspen­ 


sion of the Rules. 


Washington, Feb. 21. — The house, 
by a vote ut 173 to 43, adopted a spe­ 
cial rule providing that all house rules 
can he suspended by a two-thirds vote 
for 
the 
rem ainder 
of 
the 
sess.oii 
Nearly all the Democrats voted for tne 
ape*Jal rule. 
This step was taken so th a t appro­ 
priation and other m easures may he 
rushed through without am endment, 
after forty m inutes of debate. 
The Democratic leaders announced 
that they were willing to do anything 
in reason to assist their Republican 
brethren out of the 
predicam ent in 
which they found them selves, with 
March 4 so near, when this congress 
expires. 
The rule practically puts the entire 
conduct of affairs for the next two 
weeks in the hands of the speaker by 
the votes of many of those who s 
year ago wrested much of his power 
from him. 
The adoption of the rule, which was 
chara* terized by Mr. Bennett, of New 
York, as a "gag,” had the effect of 
auding 
the 
three 
d ay s’ 
filibuster 
against th e omnibus claim s hill. The 
mea.-tue provides tor the payment of 
$1,160,000 of civil war claims, hut does 
not include any French spoliation or 
navy 
yard 
o v ertim e 
claims. 
Tne 
claims hill was passed by a two-thirds 
vote. 
The yeas and nays were not de 
mended. 
The house has been forced to apply 
the "gag" to insure the passage oi tne 
appropriation hills and other import­ 
ant m easures in the rem aining eleven 
and a half legislative days. 
All these m easures under the pro­ 
posed 
ai tion of the house will lie 
taken up under 
suspension of the 
rules. This means that debate will he 
choked off. readings will be dispensed 
with and m easures carrying hundreds 
of millions of dollars will be rushed 
through in a hurry. 
It is said that this will he the Ars’ 
time iii many years th a t the big suu 
dry civil 
bill, carrying 
$15o,o tO.Ooo, 
will tie passe*! under a suspension ut 
the rules. 
The sundry civil bill has been look 
ed forward to as oue on which a hard 
fight would he made because of the 
provision contained in It for the for 
tification of the Panam a lanai. Under 
the "gag" rule 
there will be little 
chance offered to oppose this project, 
earnteslly advocated by the president. 
R epresentative Fitzgerald, of New 
York, « m em ber of the com m ittee on 
approprlat Ions, 
announced 
in 
the 
house that the sundry civil hill would 
carry a fortification 
provision. The 
statem ent was made In response to a 
question from 
Mr. Hobson, of Ala­ 
bama, aud was greeted with applause 
It is understood that the bill will carry 
$3,000,000 for canal fortifications.
